‘Panitive Expedition: Fired On 

Tho Messagerios . Maritimes Company's 
French mail stesmer ‘' Pacifique,” which 
arrived in Sydney recently, from a cruiso 
in the Now Hobrides Group, via Noumea, 
brought. complete details of the recent 


|. Mallicallo, or Matekula,-on o emsll panitive 
expedition from the French warship 
Meurthe, eDoring the past year or two 
sevoral murders of Fronch and English 
settiera have been committed by the natives 
of an inland village known as Bullies, in 
the island of Mallicollo, and it was with 
tho object of avenging-thess outrages chat 
the French warabip Mourtho was recently 
despatched: from. Noumea to the New 
Hoebridés, The Meurthe anchored in South- 
weat Bay, nnd from thero despatched 5 
punitive expedition inland, under the 
direction of Lieut. Maindreville. 

Tho oxpedition commeneed.its march in- 
fand from tho coast on uly 24, and after 
climbing for folly az hour through the 


-| difficult pathe which follow the beds of the 


river and up thp monntaing, reached the 
village of Bullies. As goon aa the approach 
of the expedition was noticed the natives 
Latruck up’ atone on their remarkable 
musical instruments. This proceeding was 
recognised by the natives aa a call to arme, 
and about 100 kanakas, fully armed with 
rifles, soon congregated at tho entrance to 


the village of Bullies.” A group vf about | 


39 of the natives appeared to ho friexdly 
towards tho expedition, and by vigus in- 
vited the marines to advance, assuring them 
of safety. :Tho punitive expedition ander 
the .dircction of Lieut, Maindraville, ad” 
vanced and scized three of tho natives, in- 
cluding the two chiefa 

Gunner Meal, of tho Meurthe, wh + was 
endenyouring to interest the natives, was a 
few moments later shot by a man who was 
conecaled in » hut but a few yards distant. 
The Unllet entered. the back of the un- 
fortunate man’s head, pierced the brain, 


and mado its exit through his forchend. 


The detachment fired upon the natives 


Sin revonge, and completely routed them, 
_{ Without waiting for a second shot, how- 


ever, tho natives reassembled, and opencd 
fire again upon the members of tho ex- 
peditionary foree. . In self-defence, ‘the 


Frenchmen ficed another volley, and four 
of thonatives fell. 


The.body of tho unfortunate gunuer was 
placed on a stretcher, and carcied by his 
comrades a8 quickly as possible towards tho 
coaat, followed by the remainder of the 
“mombera of thc expedition, When the 
sdvatico guard had reached the bottom ofa 
ravine the troachorous natives, who had 
evidontly heen shaduwing the movements 
‘of the expedition, again appewed behind 
tho shelter of irees and recks, and “ficed 
‘several rifle shots into the ranks of the 
Fronchmen. Ono bullot struck Gunner 
Le Moulec, but the wound inflicted Wig 
not of s serious character. The gun he
